JED 232-2017 H E faid Edward Twyford about MichaelmasTerm 1 669, being aged; infirm and indebted 
7 E==SZZEANN to ſeveral perſons, Agrees to ſell the Mannor of North-Moor, with the Appurtenan- 

ces, in the County of Oxford, to Edmond Warcupp Eſq; ( now Sir Edmond Warcupp 
Knight,) for paymcnt of his Debts, and raiſing Portions for his Children. And Ars 
ticles of Agreement cre made between them therein ; At which time there were 
Suites depending in 7wyford's Name, touching the Encloſing of two large Commons 
part of the ſaid Mannor, 2nd which ſince the Purchaſe, are incloſed accordingly. 


Sir Edmond —_—_ ai the firſt Diſcourſe, much preſt to have a Particular, but 

Mr. Twyford. being then in London , Declared he was not able to make one, but 

* *1 however, at Sir Edmond Warcupp's Importunity , Did as well as he could, make 4 

Particular, and delivered it to Sir Edmond Warcupp, By which the Premiſles at twenty years Parchaſe (which is 

the uſual Rate in that Country) came to 9600 /. But Sir Edmond Warcxpp refuſing to purchaſe at thoſe Terms, 

the Particular was wholly laid aſide, and the Parties agreed by the Lump; and Sir Edmond Warcupp was onely 
to give 6500 /. for the Purchaſe; ſo much having been before offered for it by others. 


Nevertheleſs, when the Articles came to be Sealed, Sir Edmond Warcupp had Annexed the faid Particular 
thereto, and had alſo incerted a Covenant into the Articles, that Twyford ſhould make good the faid Particular , 


both as to the quantity and quality. But 7wyford poſitively refuſed to Seal the Articles, until Sir Edmond War 
cupp promiſed that no other ule ſhould be made of the ſaid Particular, other than to find out the purchaſed Lands. 


The Articles being thus Scaled, the Conveyances were for ſome time relpited at Sir Edmond Warcupp's deſire, 
leſt the Suits then depending, touching the ſaid Incloſures ſhould abate. 


But the Conveyances being fteriv'ards Sealed, and the Purchaſe Money not paid, 7wyford in 1673, Exhibited 
his Bill in Chancery againſt Sir Edmond Warcupp to have his Purchaſe Money paid, To which the faid Sir Edmond 
Warcupp put in a very long Anſwer, and alfo {or vexation, Exhibited a long croſs Bll = the faid 7wyford, to 
have an Allowance for pretended DefeQs in the Particular, and for the Charges of Encloſing the faid Commons 
which were agreed to be done at his own Cherge : And ſeveral Witneſſes were Examined in the Caſe to 7ivy- 
ford's great Charge. Sir Edmond Warcupp (vio was a priviledged perſon in Chancery) endeavouring by the 
faid long Bill, Anſwer, and Depoſitions, to difable the faid Twyford from proſecuting his faid Suit ; who had no 


other Eltate to pay his Debts, or to maintain, or provide for himſelf and ſeven Children than what was in Sir Ed- 
mond Warcupp's hands. 


That the faid 7Zwyferd at laſt by the Aſſiſtance of Friends brought the ſaid Cauſe to Hearing in Hilary Term - 
1675, and obtained a Decree for the Payment of the Arrear Purchaſe-Money, bur before the ſaid Decretal Order 


was drawn up, the faid 7wyford died, having made the faid Rowney his Executor in Truſt for his Chil- 
dren. 


That Sir Edmond Warcupp entred a CAVEAT againſt the Probate of the faid Will, and alſo Moved againſt 
the Inrolling of the faid Decree, but the Will being proved, and the Decree Inrolled, he after Exhibits a Bill of Re- 


view againſt the faid Rowney of 120 ſheets of Paper, and aſſigned fifteen Errors, which upon a long Debate by 
Council were over-ruled about eight years ſince. 


That ever ſince the Over-ruling the. faid Errors, the ſaid Rowney hath been labouring to bring Sir Edmond War- 


cupp ro an Account before the Maſter, and to that purpoſe hath raken out above 60 Warrants, and ſerved Sir Ed- 
mond Warcupp therewith, but cannot yer get the Account ſtated. 


That Sir Edmend Warcupp hath endeavoured to prove Payment of the Purchaſe Money by ſeveral miſtaken 


Acquittances, which being diſallowed by the Maſter, Sir Edmond Warcupp for further delay hath Appealed from 
the ſaid Decrce to the Houle of Peers. | 


That the ſaid Rowney never received one penny of the Eſtate of the ſaid Twyford, but hath expended above 
3007. inthe proſecuting of the ſaid Suit on the behalf of the Poor Children, 


That there is at leaſt 1500 /. of the Purchaſe Money beſides Intereſt ſince Sealing the faid Articles, in the harids 
of the ſaid Sir Edmond Warcupp, and the Poor Children of the faid Twyford want Bread,
